Mtate, studied law, was admitted to the bar, and re 
moved to LaGrange, Troup count, in the early setue- 
ment of the Coweta par hase. 

By talent and application he soon rose to the front 
rank in his professiom, ami this psitien he steadily 
held until forced to relinquish the same by diseare 
few mouths prior to his dearth. 

He was pre-eminently a lawyer, and the peer of 
Geor. ia's most gifted advocates, Steadily avoiding 
po'ities and piace, his profession and success therein 
formed hin earthly ambition.
